Agents of the serv- 


!<•» were posted in various parts of the 
track, and* It was agreed that If any 
of these certificates were offered ^ 
*ny of the patrons tbe bookmakers 
should at once, give the secret serv- 
i^e a prp-ai langed signal. In less than 
two horrs one of the agents received a 
spinal l*nd hurried to the booth occu- 
pied by the bookmaker. 
He made a 


carei'ii! examination of the bill that 
lia<J been Riven to the "bookie" and 
foucd that it wa> one of the counter- 
f°lts. Tha agents were then posted at 
spots where they could see the pations 
of the track in tbe act of "cashing In" 
theii winnings.

ite, and ac came out H winner.

identification check which is given to 
classified "ad" patrons by the big daily 
nawspapers.' ' In addition to this the.re 
was a clipping fiom the paper contain--

of the 
advertisement 


which lead as follows: 


"Found: In the Union station late 


yesterday afternoon a sum of money 
In bank notes which ownei may have 
aftei pioving propei t;, by applying to 
X-].'!, this office." 


Then John E. Wilkie, who had been 


directing the'movements of his sub- 
ordinates by wire, determined to take 
bold of the case in person. 


He immediately took a train for St. 


Louis, and after a number of inter- 
views with his associates in that clt>, 
began to consider how to reach the 
weakest ^tnk in the strong chain of 
probability with which Air. Ciahan 
was surrounded* 
One of the earliest 


mo\ements made in thp 
invcstiga 


tion was to discover the exact hour 
at which tbe

not to speak of one particular pro- 
gramme which contained the entries 
of the races where the fii at 
book 


maker had received the $100 bill which 
he deposited -with his roll 
in 
the 


Broadway Trust 
company. 
Crahau 


calmly admitted that he had attended 
all of these races; that he was a lover 
of horse flesh and that he occasionally 
made small wagers on the results; hut 
he denied positively * h,aving prised. 
any of the other $100 bills, and said 
thai he had never had them in his 
possession until he found the white 
envelope at the Union station in St. 
'Louis. 


Wilfeie did some very severe think- 


ing at this stage of the game, and out 
of ft all came the theory that 
if 


Craban was guilty, he might have nsert 
similar subterfuges in passing ce-un- 
terfeit money at the eastern track*. 
The chief thereupon telegraphed New 
York and 
ordered 
that 
a 
careful 


search be made of the flies of all the 
New York newspapers for the two 
months coveiing the racing 
season. 


It was like searching for the needle 
iDHthe proverbial haystack, but it bore 
fruit, for in the New York Herald of 
May 24 the searchers discovered this 
advertisement: 


"Found: At the Grand Central station 


late yesterday atternoon a sum 
of 


money in bank notes which owner may 
have, after proving propeity. by ap- 
plying to B-344, Herald office."

It is hardly necesMlry to say that by 


this time Mr. Wilkie had several Spe- 
cimens of Crahan'a handwriting. Af'*r 


the "ad " wa& located in the Herald, 
the orlgma.1 copy was found in th** 
records of the office and it was in the 
handwiitlng of Marcus Crahan. 


Tne government was now In posae-i 


sion of sufficient evidence to convict- 
Crahan, both of pausing: and having in 
his possession coimteifeit money, but 
the authorities did not know whero 
the plates were, and how the mo»p> 
had been printed. 
The big problem 


was to locate the plant, to pull it up 
In the roots, and effectually slop the 
cii dilation of these spurious notes. 


The two men sat down together, and 


Crahan was given a break last that 
•would have delighted the palate, and 
warmed the heait, of the most eon- 
fiim«d epicme. It was topped off with 
a fine Havana cigar, and then, this 
formality having, been disposed of, Mi. 
Wilkie proceeded to gi>e Ciahan the 
"third degree." 
But this ' third d»»- 


gree," so called, diffeied as widely 
from the popular conception of the op- 
eration as the day differs from the 
night. 


"Crahan," said Wilkie, "your 
con- 


viction, is as certain as that the sun 
is shining this morning." 


Wilkie followed this up by plausible 


aigument along the same tine, and 
always pausing long enough to permit 
his woj'ds to sink into

consciousness. 
The argus-eyed rep- 


lesentatlve of the United States gov 
eminent knew 
by experience

difficult for a man to do than to ad

rtierefoie, the necessity of giving Cra- 
han an 
opportunity 
of

He did this 
by sugges- 


tion, by innuendo, by appealing to th« 
man's pride, by pleading with his pa- 
triotic instinct, and, at last, by laying 
siege to bis sense of justice. 
He said 


in substance: 


'•Crahan. these notPs are works of 


art, and it is a great shame that 
a 


man of your unusual intent should 
have, in a moment of weakness, per- 
mitted yourself to commit such a fla- 
grant wrong against the public.

am sure, from what 1 have seen of 
you, that *hile you made **«* "oun- 
teifejts, you did not originally inteml 
to do so. 
I feel that, in view of yotiv 


re<^£nized ability, and the fact that 
you »ie a student and enthusiast lal 


engraving, you have been seized with 
a desire 10 prove how you could 
re- 


produce the almost fa til ties ft work ol! 
the bureau of engraving and printing; 
—a clrtss of work that will always ex- 
cite the envy and admiration ofskllled 
engiavers—that, filled with this de- 
she, >ou began woik in an 
experi- 


mental way, that you put it under th» 
camei a, and reproduced it to see If 
you could bring forth a bit of work 
that would rival the unrivaled produc- 
tion of the government. 
Then, when 


this creation became a fact Instead of 
a vision, you were seized with an over- 
whelming desire to see if you could 
actually 
circulate 
it 
as 
genuine 


money." 


"You 
certainly brought more than 


:[0 notes to St. Louis," said the de- 
tective. 


"Oli, yes," responded the 
counter* 


feiter. 


' \\heie ar« they now?'

"Where is the check?"

Wilkie looked the astonishment he

By this method of conceal- 


ing the check for the hand-bag he Jeft 
the counterfeit notes totally disasso- 
ciated with himself in any way, and 
stiH at the same time within a mo- 
ment's reach 
A secret set vice agent 


was sent down to the postmaster, ob- 
tained the letter containing the check, 
look that to the Union station, and re- 
ceived tlie hand-bag which he brought 
to Chief Wilkie. 
Its contents veri- 


fied the statetment made by its owner. 
The chief took up the question of the 
plates. 


"Where are the plates?" he 
In- 


quired. 


"In a storage warehouse in Provi- 


dence," was the reply. 


He admitted that no one in his 


business 
establishment 
was 
aware 


that he knew anything whatever of 
ihe mechanical part of the work, but 
the man, with a cunning almost be- 
yond belief, had perfected himself In. 
the art of etching. 
After that he pur- 


chased a press in New York city and 
had It delivered in the middle of the 
nigbt to a private room in his estab- 
lishment.
